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NPA ANNEXATION MOVE 


Decision on whether to proceed with the formal prelimin- 
aries required for annexation to Menlo Park may be deter- 
mined tonight at a public meeting of North Palo Alto residents 
at Willow school. The movement now has reached the point 
where the North Palo Alto Residents’ association executive 
committee is ready to present to the people concerned argu- 
ments in favor of annexation. 

The Menlo Park city council, which as the first step must 
grant permission to circulate petitions for an annexation elec- 
tion, has extended a welcoming hand. However, it has follow- 
ed a conservative and wise course in not urging residents to 
annex. It leaves the matter entirely to the North Palo Alto 
community and is letting the association handle the move- 
ment. 

As Mayor Burgess pointed out in the RECORDER last week, 
the council has envisioned a population of 20,000 as being 
about right for most efficient operation of the city. This fig- 
ure, he said, should ultimately be reached within the present 
boundaries with a normal growth. 

He also pointed out that North Palo Alto is a ‘‘desirable 
area’’ and one that would ‘‘fully carry itself financially if 
municipal services were extended to it.’’ Therefore, the coun- 
cil feels that addition of the area would be welcome if the resi- 
dents desire it. 

If the people of North Palo Alto wish it to be a municipal- 
ity, annexation would seem preferable to incorporation and 
the consequent involvements of setting up an entirely new 
government and municipal services. 

It’s entirely up to the residents, and we feel they well 
can make their own just decision on the basis of information 
being submitted to them.

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War Brings 
Problems 
To Council

Now is a perplexing time for city 
officials, particularly policy making 
ones such as city councilmen, to de- 
termine what sort of a program [t9 
follow. If we are in a full scale war 
with Russia, one course of action is 
indicated; if we are to be constantly 
involved in combatting aggressions 
of communistic nations about the 
globe another course should be fol- 
lowed, while if a victory over North 
Korea will end active hostilities, 
still a third course is indicated. 

More specifically, should the 
City of Menlo Park go ahead with 
its plans for development of a city- 
wide storm drainage system, for 
the widening of Santa Cruz past 
University, for development of a 
new parking plaza off University, 
and other improvements calling 
for substantial amounts of mater- 
ia! and labor? 

Three issues are involved. One is 
use of materials and labor that 
might otherwise be channeled into 
war effort. Second is possibility that 
restrictions on new building or gaso- 
line use will make parking or street 
improvements of little value until 
after the war. Third is the increased 
federal taxation burden that mav 
make local tax reduction essential 
to assist taxpayers in meeting their 
federal obilgations. 

Thus far the projected armament 
program is not formidable. The steel 
requirements are only about ten per 
cent of the industry’s capacity and 
lumber about 4 per cent, for in- 
stance. Even a full scale war with 
Russia probably would not cut back 
the civilian economy anything like 
the amount required in the last war, 
for then we had not only to produce 
war goods, but also the plants to 
make them and the ships to carry 
them, Now we have a vastly greater 
plant capacity than in 1940, a moth- 
ball merchant and military fleet. 
and stockpiles of strategic materials. 

Russia, its is generally conceded, 
is calling the signals, and we have 
to wait to see what the Soviets will 
do next. Some high official opin- 
ion, it is reported, is to the effect 
that we should take the initiative 
and attack Russia after an ulti- 
matum. While this is contrary to 
our traditions, it is a possibility 
that cannot be entirely discounted 
when planning city policy. 

So far we have not received any 
indication from Washington that 
local public works should be cur- 
tailed. Thus we should proceed cau- 
tiously, and be prepared to cut back 
whenever our war needs are ccn- 
flicting with otherwise desirable lo- 
cal public works. 


Red Cross Offers

Standard first aid courses will be 
given by the Sequoia chapter of the 
American Red Cross beginning Sept. 
11, it was announced by first aid 
chairman E. J. Wickstrom. The 
courses are being offered in con- 
junction with Gov. Warren’s recent 
call for 300,000 trained first aiders. 

Warren emphasized that first aid 
is one of the cornerstones of any 
civilian defense program and urged 
everyone interested in volunteering 
for civilian defense to give consider- 
ation to the appeal of the American 
Réq Cross, 

Registration for the current 
standard course, as well as for all 
local first aid courses, may be 
made by calling the Sequoia chap- 
ter, EM 6-3851. 

Wickstrom also announced that 
those who have not taken first aid 
recently may need to repeat the 
course to renew their certificates 
which are good only for three years. 
He also said that the standard 
course offered in September is a 
prerequisite for the advanced course 
which will be given in October or 
November. 

An instructors’ course will be giv- 
en in December for holders of ad- 
vanced certificates and for instruct- 
ors who have not renewed their cer- 
tificates during the past year.

designated officer in his unit or 
station. 

The Civil Relief Act grants wide 
discretionary powers to judges in 
cases involving servicemen, Granger 
added, and the circumstances of 
each case will be taken into consid- 
eration by the courts in determin- 
ing the extent of relief to be grant- 
ed.

The nickname came from Ryder’s 
famous encounter with a grizzly, as 
the result of ‘which he had lost the 
upper portion of one ear and had 
scars all over his body. 

In telling his experience Mr Ryd- 
er said: 

“As is well known, that section of 
the country was much infested with 
grizzly bears, particularly a little 
farther south, back of what is now 
known as Palo Alto. One morning 
we discovered that a pair of our 
oxen had _ disappeared—evidently 
strayed; and being unable to find 
any trace of them in the neighbor- 
hood of our camp, we concluded that 
they had strayed south along the 
base of the mountains, into what is 
now Portola Valley. 

“There was a rich growth of 
pasture grass there, and it would 
be a natural place for strayed ani- 
mals to remain.” 

“We knew that there were many 
grizzly bears in that neighborhood, 
and realizing the danger the animals 
ran in being unprotected in that 
district, it was determined to go at 
once and seek them. 

WENT ON FOOT 

“I started out from camp in the 
early morning with a young Mexican 
boy who was to accompany me, As 
we would have to search over a con- 
siderable area, we did not take
